Norton Loses $60,000 and Blows Gut 
His Brains. 


Saw Francisco, Oct. 22.—M. E. 
Norton, a resident of New York, who 
arrived in this city last Thursday ,com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself in 
the head at the Palace Hotel this 
morning. The suicide was discovered 
at 9 o’clock, when a bell boy entered 
Mr. Norton’s room apd found him 
lying dead on the bed. By his right 
side was a self-cocking revolver, of 
which one chamber was discharged, 
and in his right * * was a wound 
made by the bullet which had pierced 
his brain. From the appearance of 
the body it is supposed that the shot 
was fired about two hours before the 
bell boy entered the room. The de- 
ceased, as far as is known, had given 
ne intimation of his purpose to end 
his life, and no note was found to ex- 
lain the motives that led to the act. 
t is understood, however, that he had 
lust a large sum ef money recently in 
stocks. Mr. Norton was in San Fran- 
cisco some months ago, and on bis 
departure for the East left a large 
amount of money in stocks. He re- 
turned to this city as agent of a New 
York firm last week, and found that 
he had lost as much as $60,000, it is 
said, by the depression in values dur- 
ing his absence. For two or three 
nights before the suicide he was un 
able to rest, and it is thought that the 
loss of sleep, coupled with his finan- 
cial disaster, had unsettled his mind. 
The deceased was about forty years 
old. In his pockets were found notes 
and checks to the value of several 
thousand dollars.

and salt for miles. Others near the 
mountains are composed ef granitic 
particles, sand, soil and alkali in all 


shades of proportion. There is a 
bluish tinted soil, too, which is very 
deceptive. While being soft and 
loose, and of a very promising appear- 
ance, it is in reality almost. worthless. 
The receding waters of the lake leave 
whole townships of tule lands, whose 
value still remains unsettled. The 
whole valley, vontaining about 90, 
000 acres, seems te have had fora 
basis a salty alkaline plain threugh 
which the river once meandered about 
in the middle, overflowing frequently 
and depositing the rich sediments 
swept down from the mountains 
amoog the tules and willows which 
grew upon its -banks. This process 
was continued until the middle was 
higher than either eide and the banks 
sloped gently downward nearly to the 
mountains ov either side. During a 
high flood in recent years, but before 


| white men came here, the river

about half a wile above where the 


Central Pacific road now crosses it, 
aud made its way along the eastern 
side and down to the sink, leaving a 
strip of marvelously rich land a 
couple of miles wide on the line of its 
ancient course, which is now called 
by the settlers the “loug slough.” 
Farmers who have been fortunate 
enough to get on the land made by 
the overflow of the old river have as 
good land as can be found, but those 
who got outside of it have not been 
very successful. The Marker broth- 
ers have been at work six or seven 
years trying to improve ‘a beautiful 
stretch of land on the east side of the 
valley, embracing over 7000 acres, but 
they have hardly got back their 
seed. They have 
PLANTED HUNDREDS OF TREES, 

but only a few, which happened to be 
planted in an old sheep corral, lived. 
For the last three years they have 
sowed a certain patch with wheat, but 
have got no decent return. They 


have an immense barn which will 
hold 1500 tens of hay, about twenty 


miles of fences, and a fine system of 


ditches. They have abandoned the 
idea of raising crops of alfalfa and 
grain and are preparing to turn their 
attention to raising stock. There is a 
wide natural meadow next to the 
river where they can cut hay enough 
to winter a large band of cattle or 
horses. The meadow forms a striking 
feature in the landscape. It reminds 
one of the Evans and Ross ranches in 
Long Valley. The Markers have se 
cured land further west which they 
know Will raise grain, and with the 
magnificent range which they already 
have, will soon own one of the best 
stock ranches io Nevada.
